The Supreme Court In a far-rcach- 
,ing decision today voided the stale 
"lax lilies in Litllc Hock and other 
Arkansas cities which levied a fire- 
men's pension millagc lax before 
1939 in excess of Ihc slalulory five- 
mill limitation for city general pur- 


poses. 


In Little Rock, the decision void- 


ed lax 
sales from 1923 through 


1927 
except for 192G. In 1926 the 


levy for general purposes including 
five - eighths of a mill for fire- 
men's pensions was not more than

New Supply 
Bill to House

Washington, June 29 (AP) —The 


House Appropriations Committee 
fired another financial salvo in Ihe 
war program loday, 
sending lo 


the floor a $1,810,487,615 supply 
bill which is cslimalcd would boosl 
lo approximately 
$228,000,000,000 


tho amount projected for national 
defense since June 1940. 


The new bill carries funds for al- 


most a score of war agencies for 
Ihe fiscal yqar 
starting July 1. 


Most of them have been operat- 
ing in the past on emergency al- 
locations. 


While more than one - half the 


total, $1,100,000,000, is for the War- 
Shipping Administralion, a $75,000,- 
000 Hem is for Leon Henderson's 
Office of Price Administration was 
expected to be the only part of the 
bill over which a controversy of 
any consequence would develop. 


The committee more than halved 


Henderson's original request and 
shaved $66,000,000 from the budgel 
bureau's 
recommendation. 
The 


committee wrote into the bill a re- 
striction lhat the OPA funds "shall 
not be augmented by allocations or 
Iransfers of funds from any olher 
appropriation." 


The OPA item was almost ccr- 


lain to bring into the open the re-

Second, we had to hold that en- 


emy while we transformed the 
United States into a war factory, 
and raised and Irained an army and 
manufaclured 
Ihe malerial 
and 


buill Ihe ships wilh which to take 
men and armament and munitions 
and food where they could be used. 


By contrast wilh Killer's almost 


unopposed conqests of 1940 and 1941, 
we have stopped the axis. Slill los- 
ing a bit here and there, now we 
are making the enemy pay a price 
he cannot afford for victories which 
are serious to us but not necessarily 
conclusive. 


Meanwhile we are rolling up a 


military machine before which the 
avis powers cannot continue to 
stand. 


The losses we are suffering will 


prolong the war. We must retrieve 
them before we can go on to vic- 
tory. 


But we knew—those who were, 


alert—that Ihere were hard days 
and sorrowful nights ahead. 
We 


knew that we should have to lose 
more before we could begin to win. 


Let's not abandon our sense of 


proportion. Let's not seesaw up and 
down wilh every local bailie. Lei's 
correct our mislakes, forget our 
grouching, strenglh our resolulion, 
and remember that omelets can't 
be made until eggs have been brok- 
en.

possess real strategic value. Be- 
cause of bad weather, we haven't 
been able to oust the Japs. 


The United Nations are bing push- 


ed around, and our mercurial pub- 
lic pulse has sunk to a depressing 
low. The totally deaf are forunate. 
They, at least, need not listen to 
arm chair strategists proclaimin 
that our cause has become hopeless, 
that we can't expect to beat the 
axis, that we are losing the war. 


The fault is largely that of panty- 


waist publicity we have been get- 
ting from Washington, particularly, 
and also from other United Na- 
tions capitals. But that is another 
story. We hope Elmer Davis has 
been given sufficient authority to 
correct that evil. 


Meanwhile, let's buck up, and re- 


call the dark days of Pearl Harbor, 
Batavia, Singapore, Corregidor— 
unless we prefer to torture our- 
selves by going back to the fall of 
Belgium, Holland, France, Yugo- 
slavia and Greece, to Dunkirk, to 
the months when only a few super- 
optimists dared hope England could 
survive more than day by day. 


These are trying times, militarily. 


But by comparison with 1940 and 
1941 we're in a bed of roses with 
the big thorns removed. 


After we gave the pxis powers 


years of headstart in preparation, 
we were committed to fighting an 
uphill battle. 


From the start it was obvious 


thut our job divided into two major 
tasks. 
First, we had to stop a 


clever, aggressive enemy, who had 
more troops, more planes, more 
tanks, more of everything than we, 
plus the advantage of being in po- 
sition to name the game and fix 
the rules. 


Second, we had to hold that en- 


emy while we transformed the 
United States into a war factory, 
and raised and trained an army and 
manufactured 
the material and 


built the ships with which to take 
men and armament and munitions 
and food where they could be used. 


By contrast with Hitler's almost 


unopposed congests of 1940 and 1941, 
we have stopped the axis. Still los- 
ing a bit here and there, now we 
are making the enemy pay a price 
he cannot afford for victories which 
are serious to us but not necessarily 
conclusive. 


Meanwhile we are rolling up a 


military machine before which the 
avis powers cannot continue to 
stund. 


The losses we are suffering will 


prolong the war. We must retrieve 
them before we can go on to vic- 
tory. 


But we knew—those who were 


alert—that there were hard days 
and sorrowful nights ahead. 
We 


knew that we should have to lose 
more before we could begin to win. 


Let's not abandon our sense of 


proportion. Let's not seesaw up and 
down with every local battle. Let's 
correct our mistakes, forget our 
grouching, strength our resolution, 
and remember that omelets can't 
be made until eggs have been brok- 
en.

Washington, June 29 (AP) — The 


House Appropriations Committee 
and Price Administrator Leon Hen- 
derson predicted today that heavy 
demands on two groups of basic 
cost of living items would mean 
"a general rationing program for 
the entire country" before the end 
of the year. 


"It would be folly to name any 


specific items which are likely to 
said in a report on a $1,810,487,615 
defense appropriation bill. "To do 
so would cause imediale runs on 
existing stocks and 
bring about 


rationing earlier 
than ordinarily 


would be necessary." 


Henderson told 
the 
committee 


during hearings on the bill that 
there would be a need for rationing 
of 15 major groups of items and 
the committee said that 
several 


were in "two of the basic cost of 
living groups which means" a gen- 
eral rationing program . 


He told the committee that the

Administration, 


"can keep the cost of living items 
down to about "a 6 to 10 per cent 
increase over previous levels. 


Henderson 
repeated

statements that prices could not 
be stabilized without "a stiff tax 
policy and stabilization

prices and wages." 


"I propose," he said, "to do 


everything I can on rents, prices 
and consumer credit, in which 1 
have an obligation, and I expect to 
do everything I can on rationing. 


"On the other items of profits 


and wages, I expect to speak my 
two-cents worth as I have done."

Fifth Columnists? 
War now stabs at India's Hin- 


dus and Buddhists. Buddhism is 
also one of the

ligions of Japan (Shinto is 
the 


other), and many reports say the 
warriors of Nippon have been led 
by Buddhist priests acting us fifth 
columnists in Malaya, Burma and 
India. And it may not have been 
merely 
strategy 
that 
directed 


Japan's 
first 
attack 
on 
India 


against Ceylon, ancient seat of 
Buddhism. 


Thus no religion has found 
in 


this war a cause for the fervor that 
impelled such figures as Charle- 
magne, Joan of Arc, Richard the 
Lion-Heurted and Oliver Cromwell 
to holy causes.

Religions Nationalized 
The Japanese have nationalized 


both. Shintoism 
and Buddhism; 


have used both to instill 
obedi- 


ence to emperor 
and state, to 


worship heroes, as well as to in- 
duce moral codes. 


In India, 
Hinduism 
is 
funda- 


mentally an explanation of cre- 
ation with its pattern of ethics, 
society, and race. There are many 
gods; villages have their own. 
Buddha gave Hinduism more char- 
acter and morality. He developed 
the idea that after death man is 
re-incarnated as animal, slave or 
god, according to the merit of his 
conduct. 


In China, Confucius 
evolved 


philosophy of the duties of man, a 
code of simple living that probably 
contributed great'iy to the tradition- 
al Chinese complacency. Taoism 
was an explanation of the order 
nf nature. It emphasizes simplicity, 
living close to nature in innocence. 


Mohammed's Code 
Mohammed built upon Judaism 


and Chrislinity a rigid moral code 
plus the idea of fate and pre-or- 
dination. Religion and the law were 
one. All three Christian, Jew and 
Moslem, look forward to a heaven 
ly abode after death as the reward 
of right living. 


Their holy places of the Holy 


Land, scenes of many bloody epi 
sodes of fanatical strife, remain 
unscarred by war. 


And the gods of Asia, so 
used 


to human misery, remain aloof to 
their teeming millions of children

Washington, June 26 (AP) —Can- 


cellation of existing navnl author- 
ity to begin construction of 
new 


battleships was proposed by Sena- 
tor Clark (D-Mo) today as 
con- 


gressional advocates of increased 
airpower sought to speed the out- 
put of small and large aircraft car- 
riers. 


With sponsors seeking Senate con- 


sideration today of a House-approv- 
ed measure authorizing a 1,900,000- 
tion expansion of the Navy, Clark 
told reporters he would demand 
action on an amendment specifical- 
ly prohibiting the laying down of 
any battleships other than those on 
which work is underway or f o r 
which contracts have been let. 


While the $8,500,000,000 expansion 


bill would not authorize additional 
dreadnoughts, Clark pointed 
out 


that the Navy has existing authori- 
ty to build its capital ship tonnage 
up to 1,045,000 and could transfer 
up to 30 per cent of the tonnage 
in some other categories to 
this 


classificaton if it so chose. 


"I think the battleship is outmod- 


ed and the Navy ought not to start

Now Orleans — Since the supply 


of binoculars is still far 
below 


the needs of the U. S. Naval forc- 
es, a second appeal was directed 
today lo Ihe owners of binoculars 
meeting service 'requirements to 
loan them to the Navy for use in 
Ihe war effort, it was announced 
by the Eighth Naval District Pub- 
lic Relations Office. 


Because 'of the lack of facilities 


and of highly-trained personnel nec- 
essary to the manufacture of these 
"••nnlsinn 
instruments, the 
max 


imum production ol binoculars re- 
inuins insull'icicnl for Ihe require' 
merits of the rapidly expanding 
armed forces. As a result, the need 
for orivately owned glasses gains 
week by week. 


In these days of combined sea 


and air warfare, additional look- 
outs are required on all Naval 
vessels lo maintain ' a constant 
watch. This vigil is most effective- 
ly maintained, especially al night, 
by personnel equipped with bino- 
culars that have large projeclive 
openings for better light transmis- 
sion and resulting binocular vis- 
ion. 
A binocular of less than six 


power is of small value as is one 
of high power with a small objec- 
tive aperature. 


For these reasons, and ' because 


of .the difficulty in obtaining re- 
placement parts and trained person- 
nel necessary to keep a variety of 
glasses in good repair, the Navy 
accepts only 6x30 and 7x50 bino- 
culars manufactured by either Zeiss 
or Bausch & Lomb. Toys, lorgnet- 
tes, opera glasses and small bino 
culars are useless for Naval pur 
poses. 


Persons who 
own 
binoculars 


meeting the above 
requirements 


and who desire to lend them to 
the Navy for the duralion of -the 
war have been requesled lo pack 
Ihem carefully and ship them to 
the Naval Observatory at Washing 
ton, 
D. C. Because the Navy is not 


aulhorized lo accepl gifls or free 
loans, the binoculars furnished by 
the public and accepted by the 
Navy will return the instrumenls 
lo Ihe former owners and Ihe $1.00 
purchase price will constitute the 
rental and depreciation fees. 


In the four and one-half months 


since February 10 when Secretary 
of Navy Knox first appealed for 
public spirited citizens to donate 
their binoculars, approximately 6,- 
000 individuals have 
responded, 


furnishing our ever-expanding fleel 
•with 1,654 binoculars of required 
makes and sizes. The tabulation 
by stales in the Eighth Naval Dis- 
trict shows that a total of 84 bino- 
culars have been accepted by the 
Navy to date.

In the early days afler Ihe Ger- 


man occupation of France, 
the 


Nazis relied on hunger and bally- 
hoo to recruit French workers for 
German industries. 


They even rounded up all unem- 


ployed Frenchmen "for examina- 
tion of papers" while German'labor 
men worked a combination of high 
pressure salesmanship 
and third 


degree. 


But 
Germany 
factory 
owners 


considered many of these French- 
men as tramps and complained so 
much 
that 
now Frenchmen are 


rigidly sifted before being allowed 
to sign a six-month contract 
for 


work in Germany. 


Before being allowed to go there, 


they 
must 
serve a breaking-in 


period in some German-owned fac- 
tory in France. 


However, 
when 
the 
Germans 


found that this method produced 
Frenchmen in quality but no 
in 


quantity, the labor front men began 
ballyhoo on a large scale by pro- 
iding clubs for 
these imported 


French workers where they could 
sing the Marseillaise, read French 
newspapers and have special en- 
tertainment by visiting French ar- 
tists. 


Their mail service was unlimited 


if slow, and money paid at a Ger- 
man office was distributed. If a 
Frenchman wished, to his family 
back home, all helping create envy 
among poorer 
paid 
workers 
in 


Frnace. 


One 
non-Germanized 
factor 


owner at Paris told this corres- 
pondent his greatest present prob- 
lem was the pressure brought by 
wives and mothers on his men to 
go to Germany and get the high 
wages lhat neighbors were getting 
there. 


But the German drive for French 


workers continue and Ihe methods 
widen. 


Under Nazi decree in occupied 


France, every employe in every 
business, industry and area is re- 
quired lo work the number of hours 
assigned by a German economic 
controller. 


Thus, if the Germans cut down 


the working hours of a plant, a 
number of men may be thrown out 
of jobs or suffer a reduction in the 
number of hours they can work. 
But the Germans also decree the 
number of hours a man in a cer- 
tain industry should work. 


So, if a plant's working time is 


cut down, then the employe—under 
a decree expected shortly — will 
be obliged to take any work offered 
him. 
And that will be in Germany.
